increasing  the  Ante-natal  supervision  of  expectant  mothers,, 
and  most  important  of  all  by  better  facilities  for  ' 

confinements  to  be  conducted' in  Materhity  Homes.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

When  one  considers  that  for  over  four  years  this 
country  has  been  subjected  to  the  strain  of  war-time  anxieties 
and  restrictions  one  cannot  but  be  gratified  at  the  good 
■ general  health  of  the  community  as  a whole*  In  my  last 
report  I commented  on  the  very  favourable  condition  of  the 
children  X:\  the  area  and  another  year’s  work  at  School 
Medical  Inspections  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres  strengthens 
my  conviction  that  the  general  physique  of  the  children 
in  this  area  has  improved  immensely  as  compared  with  their 
predecessors  of  the  pre-war  depression  years.  While 
bearing  in  mind  that,  as  a result  of  the  increased  war-time 
* trade  and  industry,  the  financial  circumstances  of  the 

community  in'  general  has  improved,  one  cannot  but  appreciate 
that  much  of  this  improvement  is  due  to  the  good  work  of  the 
Ministry  of  Pood,  and  in  addition,  in  the  case  of  the  school 
children,  to  the  provision  of  school  meals*  These  school 
meals  have  proved  their  value,  and  their  value  would  be  greater 
•still  if  they  were  provided  to  all  children  attending  the 
schools*

Mr.  Chairman.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  a 

further  \var~time  annual  report  of  a brief  and  interim  nature 

dealing  with  the  work  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  personnel 

carrying  out  the  Sanit’’r*y  Provisions  of  Public  Health  Work 

during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1943. 

The  outstanding  features  of  the  year  were  the 

delivery  of  a new  ’Karrier'  Refuse  Van  in  February  to  replace  a 

worn  out  ’Ford’  Van  which  was  more  than  ten  years  old  and 

uneconomical  in  service.  It  was  not  sold  as  the  spare  parts 

were  needed  to  replace  worn  out  ones  on  another  ’Ford'  Van 

purchased  in  1934- 

There  was  only  one  common  lodging  house  in  the 
district  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year  and  this  was  closed  in 
M^rch, 

In  connection  with  Salvage  Collection,  a very 
successful  drive  was  held  in  September  when  66,773  books  were 
collected,  this  showed  an  average  of  2.27  books  per  head  of 
population  which  was  very  satisfactory, 

A Government  White  Paper  dealing  with  the  transfer 
of  powers  from  local  authorities  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
& Fisheries  concerning  the  pro^'ivction  of  Milk  was  received  and 
considered  by  your  Council  after  which  it  was  decided  to  protest 
against  the  proposals  it  contained. 

Pressure  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply  (Local  Authot^ities) 
regarding  the  provision  of  communal  bins  for  the  collection  of 
Kitchen  Waste  was  resisted  on  the  grounds  of  nuisances  likely  to 
arise  from  such  practice. 

The  restriction  of  labour  as  well  as  building 
materials  continued  to  be  responsible  for  delays  in  carrying  out 
repair  works. 

From  the  tabulated  records  it  will  be  seen  that 
inspections  have  been  well  maintained  with  the  staff  available 
and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  a reasonable  standard 
of  Sanitary  administration.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  are  no  alterations  or  works  of  impC’^tance  to  report 
under  this  heading, 

CLOSET  ACCOL/IMQDATION. 

With  the  exception  of  a smell  number  of  farms  and 
.isolated  houses,  the  district  is  served  by  the  water  carriage 
system.  General  conversion  from  pail  closets  took  place  twenty 
years  ago.  ' 

PUKLIC  CLEANSING. 

■ There  was  no  outstanding  ichange  of  policy  during  the 
year  and  no  unusual  change  in  the  personnel  carrying  out  the  work 
of  public  cleansing  and  salvage  in  general.  Communal  shelters  in 
the  back  streets  continue  to  increase  the  cost  of  refuse  collection. 

Street  sweeping  is  carried  out  on  the  '’beat”  system  with 
street ■ orderly  barrows. 

Street  gulley  cleaning  continues  by  horse  drawn  vehicles, 
the  horses  and  drivers  being  employed  under  contract. 

Snow  falls  were,  very  light  during  the  early  and  latter 
parts  of  the  year  and  consequently  snow  removal  costs  were 
comparatively  low. 

The  collection,  sorting  and  sale  of  Salvage  was  continued 
very  successfully  throughout  the  year.  The  yield  was  well 
maintained  although  there  was  -a  noticeable  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  waste  paper  which  provides  most  of  our  revenue.  Special  reports 

on  the  collection  and  disposal  of  Salvage  were  circulated  at  the 

- lU.- 


endS'.  of  March  ,and_  September  which  showed  very  satisfactory 
i results.  Under  the  circumstances  it  would  not  appear  necessary
